Bave nlways beem received with great favor
here. His Semiramide has held the lyric stage
as & matollese production since 1819, snd will
probably live through all time as bis ablest com-
position. More popular now, because more
modern, are his Kebert e Diab'e and Les Hugue-
nots. 1t in & litfle remarkable, however, {hat
his most brilinnt and most elnborate work,
I'Bloile du Nord, has never been produoed
bere, It is‘trwe that we have had his Le Pardon
de Pioermet and bis I/ Africaine, which were
both mmp@;d more rocently than the Sar qf
the North, w.d sbound, like It, in elegaat classical
music and startling situntions, but no fmpres

sario has ever attempte
here, mer indeed in this country, upon &
seale of magnifcence that wonld render its pre-
pentation A FUCCERs.

Meyerbeer composed Pierre le Grand '1;9!1
he was sixty years old, butin the full possession
of all his of wonderful taculties, It was the ema-
sation of his ripest experience, bis most matured
taste, and his most noted period of ease, afllu-
ence, and success, He labored upon it for years,
and there is every resson to betleve that he con-
sidered it his masterpiece. Above ull his other
worke, it shows the brilliancy and versatility of
tbe nuthor, ng well as his sublime appreciation
of the grand, the beautiful, and the troe in Gol's
greatest creations. He spent more time upon
the Star of the North than upon his last great
work, L' Arricaine, yet the latter has croated a
surore wherever produced, while the former has
rarely suceeeded in eliciting much enthusinsm.

The score of L'Eloile du Nord, like wl of
Meuyerbeer's operas, is ‘a perfect wonder ol
elsboration. There is no possibie expression of
the sense or feeling in the subject but what Is
tally and foreibly pictured In the musie, some-
fumes in so detalled & manner a3 to be consi-
dered burdensome, were it not for the artificial
relief in enchanting melody that is constantly
introduced,

In the little incident snatched from the hife of
Peter the Great and his lovely Empress, which
furniches the plot of this opera, Meyerbeer
found .m);llc scope to compose a score which
would expioit ull the emotions of the human
soul, ae well that uusophisticated natore
which was entirely prevalent in Russia at the
period deseribed.  Forgrandear, subject-matter
j& foppd in the varlous scenes:—First, in the
maguificent situations, then of o martial sort in
the Silexian camp, aflerwards of a regal kind ia
the palace at St. Petersborg.

The opera of L' Eloile dw Nord was written in
1664, 1oy the Opera Comique of Paris, where it
continues to be s favorite. Aft-rwards it was
Halianized for the opern in Londen. Mach of
the music of Meyerbeer's Camp of Sifesia is in-
troduced, including & gipsy song and a duett
with the flute.

dantly deserved., Throughout the whole of the
opers, voeally and dramatically she was in-
deed ‘most acceptable and srtistic. We question
il her arduouns role could have been invested
with  more of the sterling spirvit of
the true artiste, for she entered into the
impersonation con amore, and achieved one of
the most gratilying successes ol the evening,
Her “Andinm, awmicl” in the first act was
loudly applauded, as was also ber duoet with
Signor Antonueci, “*Al suor delle trombe,”" An
tonncel's superb voice was very effective in-this
plece, and the two loe artistes ereated great
enthusinsm by thelir excelient acting and sing-
fng init, Antonuecci, as “Petero,” was all that
could have been desired, He looked, sang, und
acted the character to the very life, and whether
viewed as the simple “Petero” or the subsequent
Czar, he was equally satisfaclory. Bellini had
a role in “Grizenzo” exactly suited to him, and
hiz impersonation of it left nothing to wish for.

Miss Hauck, as *“Prascovia,” looked charm-
ingly picturesque, and fully met the brilliant re-
guirements of her part.

THE BATEMAN CONCERTS.

A Critienl Analysis and a General Dig-
sevintion.

The first of the series of Bateman concerls
was given last evening al Musical Fund Hall to
& highly intelligent and large auvdience, con-
sidering the unpropitions stute of the weather,
which prevented many howders of tickets from
being pregent,

The entertainment wae a8 superior as it was
rare in this good City of Brotherly Love, and
we may snfely say that a more excellent combi-
nation of wrtistic talent was eeldom, if indead
ever, presented to a Philadelphia sudience. 1t
was not with this troupe as is too often the case
with others—one particalar star shining radi-
antly and iriumpaantly ever loslgnihcant mu-
sical associates who contribute nothing of the
glightest import to the entertainment. Here
every performer, without excoption, wns a most
thorough arfiste, capable in asuperlative degree
of verilying the reputation with which they
come heralded to us,

The programme of last evening was indeed mosut
cholce and well adapted, an additional proof of
{he sound judgment and diseretion of the singors
themselves, which 1s too often lost sight of by
many professionals, apart from actual ability
and superiority in any special line of general
voealization, Thus, for instande, we frequently
find] singers of fame, when keeping within a
legitimate range of wction, endangering their
reputation and greatly injuring thelr clearness
and sweetnesgs ol tone, by essaying paseages out-
side their natural compass, and which can only
be reached by come urtificial effort, readily de-
tected,by & critical ear, and rarely, it ever, de-
serving of truthtul commeadation,

The greatest anxiely prevailed last night to

hear Madame Parepa, prima donna, and a_llegcd
suceessor, by merit, of the Swedish Nightingale,
So much talk bas been had, aud publie cariosity
excited to such an extentl during the last week
concerning this lady, let ug first inquire—Who
s Madame Parepa? Mudame Euphrosine Parepa
was born in Edinburgh, Scolland, and 12 the
davghter of Count Demeirius Pareps, s Walla-
chian nobleman of high rank, who left his
country for political reasons, Her mother was
Eliznbeth, or “Lisbeth,” Seguin, sister of the
celebrated and popular basso, Mr. Edward
Seguip, The mother had a beantiful voice, waa
i flne artiste, and Ler devolion to her profession
probably infleenced the destiny of her daughier,
Evphrosioe Parepa,
, Her musieal education was acquired doring
her long residence in Spain and Italy, whither
ber mother's musical engagements led her,  Her
debuf was made on the islund of Malta, at the
Opera Houge, in 1850, where her success was
very brilliant, From thence she took the tonr
of the provinciul operalic cities, Naples, Milan,
Florenee, ete,, and afterwards, with very great
success, vigiting Lisbon, Maduid, Rome, Berlin,
Frankfort, and Hamburg, from thence to Lon-
don, which has beea her home for the last few
years, and, finally, her prescot trip to the United
States,

M'me Parepa ie o lndy of large though grace.
ful proportions, is very pretiy, and carries her-
sell wilh great eage upon the stage, Her voice
i= & full, natural, and clear-toned sfoprano of
the very highest order of merit, and well de-
serving ol thé cncominms she has already re-
ceived. Her appearance was the signal for un-
mistakably  heartfelt and long-continued
applause, which she most gracefully und pro-
perly acknowledged.

Sdence belng restored, she introduced the
cqavating “‘Erpani Involaml,* from the pesutitul
opere of Eynani, by Verdi, in which her voice
rose rich and sonorous, pure and steady, throw-
ing into the music & spirit and power which
gave it a marked vitality. She, in this first
plece, proved hersell an accomplished artiste in
the truest sense of the word, and she certainly
is deserving the warmest critical applause, Of
all Verdi's works we preler Frnani, for the
freshness and the earnestness of 1ts melodies,
the s¢klltal ftfreatment of ils concertied
pleces, and the masgive grandeur of its
finales, whh thelr thoughtful and varied
accompaniment, The natare aud meaning
of the composer is most gloriously illustrated,
when his morecaux aré eutrusted to such a
singer ns Madame Paiepa. In the second part
#he gave the “Nightingale's Trill” (a rong appro-
priately named) with perfection itself; anl the
applause which greeled her at the termination
showed how greatly snd truly hervoice, cultiva-
tion, and musical intelligence were appreciated.
As an encore to this piece she sang the Seoteh
ballgd “Comipng through the Rye," which she
gave with all the versatility, and decided appli-
cation of emphasis, nud modest pestioulntion of
the “‘gentle lassie who lo'ed sue weel,”

He is e2sentially dra-
matic in the plot and consiruction ot his operas,
and understood well the art of stimulating the
entbusiasin of Lhe general avdience,

Signor Ferrantd is & basso buffo in volee,
look, acticw, and gesuculation. He is pecu-
llarly humorous, and rendered his Lwo pieces
in capital style. The fr:t was the cavating
*‘Largo sl factotum della citta” (*‘Room for the
city's factotum l.ure“?, an allegro movem sut
in hoﬂslni’s Borbiere de Sevule, nond imitaune
the antics of an eccentric **‘Monsieur de Ton-
son,” eager for business, and proclaiming his
own merits.

A Tarantella is a swilt, delirious son of Italian
dance, in whirllng sixeight meassure. The
form hag bheen ndopted by many composers of
the wodern school, as Thalberg, Liszt, Chopin,
and Rosini. lp laly some of the superstitions
believe that the periornance of this dunce, or
song, haes the virtue ol curing the blle of a
venomous epecies of spider, ealled Turaatella
frem which feot the title hus Leen given this
stvle ol music. Bignor Ferrunti distinguished
himsell in its rendition,

Sienor Fortuna, in “1l Balen,” was excellent,
